Wasuinerox, March 26.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| A Oabinet officer said 
today that he felt confident that Great 
Britain would consent to a renewal of 
the modus vivendi of last year; or, if 
she does not, she will not interfere or 
resist the efforts of this Government to 
preserve the seals pending arbitration. 
Nothing further than what has been 
published has been received from Lord 
Salisbury. 

The minds of a majority of Senators 
have been considerably’ cleared of mis- 
apprehension as to points involved in 
the dispute between the United States 
and Great Britain by the discussions in 
the executive sessions during the past 
week. It would have been well, ac- 
cording to one of the most broad- 
minded Senators, if the public could 
have been truthfully informed upon 
these points, for popular ignorance pre- 
vails in England as well as in the 
United States, if the London newspaper 
comments are a criterion. For in- 
stance, it was suggested that if the 


United States consented to — pay 
the damages sustained by seal 
‘vessel owners in the event of 


the arbitrators deciding the claim of 
the United States not well founded 
Lord Salisbury would renew the modus 
vivendi. It is learned now that as far 
back as last June the President sug- 
gested that the question of the liability 
of each government for damages in- 
flicted upon citizens or property be left 
to the decision of the arbitrators. The 
British government declined to commit 
itself to the déctrine that it is respon- 
sible for the acts of its subjects, which, 
in the language of Salisbury, “involves 
the proposition that Her Majesty’s gov- 
ent is liable to make good losses 
from tlie wrong action of per- 
sons ‘sailing Outside its jurisdiction 


} under the British flag.”’ 


The. United States Government has 
been willing to drop the question of 
damages, but insisted that ifit is to be 
considered the questions submitted 
should also include a determination of 
the loss inflicted upon the United States 
through the illegal killing of seals by 
British subjects. The President finally 
consented toa modification which was 
included in the treaty, permitting the 
two governments to submit to arbitra- 
tors the facts bearing upon claims for 
damages and leaving to future determi- 
nation the question of liability. 

The question of damages was in this 
condition when the treaty was signed, 
and has not since been touched upon in

regulation of the fisheries of the North 
Sea, she would-be willing to enterinto 
a fair arrangement of the same nature 
with the United States. When the 
modus vivendi was negotiated last year 
Salisbury said in the House of Lords, 
referring to the extermination of the 
seals; “‘It seems to us on the whole 
that the proposition is a reasonable one, 
and we should be fully emerge the cen- 
sure, not only of the United States, but 
of the civilized world, if by adhering too 
closely to any technical right we should 
run therisk of the destruction of this val- 
uable industry and valuable animal.” 


There is much speculation in the 
Senate as to the cause of the 
sudden change of mind by Lord 


Salisbury. His ostensible reason for 
opposing a renewal of the modus vivendi 
is the representations of the commis- 
sioners sent to Alaska to the effect that 
there is no necessity for a renewal. 
The real reason is believed by a num- 
ber of Senators to bea disposition to 
use his present position to gain con- 
cessions from the United States upon 
other points of the controversy, such 
as unsettled claims for damages, so as 
to favorably impress Canada with an 
apparent disposition toheed her de- 
mand, andavail himself of the pres- 
ent opportunity to retaliate upon this 
Government for alleged infraction of 
the spirit of last year’s modus in per- 
mitting the North American Commer- 
cial Company to kill more than 7500 
seals. It is believed that these reasons 
will so far influence Salisbury gs to pre- 
vent a renewal of the modus on terms 
the same as last year, but not to deter- 
mine him to use force to protect seal- 
ers in actions for which he has declined 
to assume responsibility. 


A SEALER CONDEMNED. 


The Rights of the Government Upheld by 
a Federal Court. ; 


SeaTtt_e (Wash.,) March 26.—|By the 
Associated Press.] Late this afternoon 
Judge Hanford handed down a decision 
in the famous Bering Sea case which is 
entitled the United States vs. the 
schooner JamesG. Swan. The schooner 


was seized July 20, 1889, and was con-. 


demned as. forfeited to the United States 
for killing fur seals in waters of 
Alaska in violation of the*United States 
statutes. The schooner belonged to an 
Indian named Chestoqua Peterson, and 
he sent her with a crew of Mokaha In- 
dians under command ‘of a white man. 
It was claimed by the defense that the 

hal laws of the United States can 
have no force on the sea beyond cannon- 
shot from shore; and therefore the Gov- 
wer to prohibit the 


killing or taking of wild animals in the 
open sea. 

The decision says that the national 
dominion may be extended over the 
sea as well as land. The determination 
of all questions relative to the exten- 
sion and maintenance of the National 
Government is with Congress and the 
President. The vessel is not especially 
privileged because her crew were In- 
dians. They have 7g the same rights 
as other citizens of the United States. 
A decree of-forfeiture of the vessel is 
ordered entered. 


AN ENGLISHMAN'S VIEWS. 


Old Admiral Selwyn Says There Will 0 
No War. 

New York, March 26.—[By the Aste | 
ciated Press.] Admiral Selwyn of the 
British navy was at the Everett House 
today and was asked about the Bering 
Sea controversy. He arrived on the 
Majestic and is on his way to visit Mex- 
ico. For fifty-eight years he has been 
in active service. He was with Sir Ea- 
ward Belcher’s expedition to San Fran- 
ciseo in 1887, His prompt answer was, 
‘“‘There will be no war betweon England 
and the United States, no matter what 
the present outlook portends. I regard 
the controversy as a political disturb- 
ance merely, for I know England does 
not desire the seals exterminated, what- 
everthe cry may be fora modus vivendi. 
The question of a mare clausum, or sea 
limit, is the one that should be settled 
decisively. Now, the mare clausum for 
the United States is that portion of the 
sea within fourteen miles from the 
shore, because long range guns can shoot 
that far. Formerly it was only three 
miles, but as bigger guns have been 
made the limit has been extended.”’ 

“Then you think waris not to be 
thought of?”’ 

“War on the ocean will goon be a 
thing of the past. This ring Sea 
matter will be settled amicably, I be- 
lieve, but politics will be played a little 
in the meantime.’’

The Kaiser Finds Himself

And Abandons His Attempt to Pass 
Sectarian School Laws. 


His Opponents Wild with Joy Over 
the Defeat of Imperialism. 


An American Figuring in a Loathsome 
Scandal in Berlin—The Church and 
State Again Troubling 
France.

Berurx, March 26.—[Copyright, 
1892, by the New York Associated 
Press.| The Emperor means -to give 
himself and his ministers a rest from 
parliamentary worries by immediately 
proroguing both the Reichstag and 
Landtag. The former body will be in- 
definitely prorogued next week. The 
Landtag will be nominally prorogued 
until the end of Octobér, but will not 
meet again for business until a new 
house is elected. In view of the sus- 
pension of parliamentary life it is futile 
to study how the political groups will 
arrange themselves under the ministe- 
rial changes. Members of the Center 
party in the Reichstag are in revolt and 
are ready to vote any way to defeat the 
government, but they are powerless to 
do more than assist to eject minor items 
of the budget. It can be predicted that 
the attitude of Von Eulenburg, the 
President of the Council, and Bosse, 
Minister of Ecclesiastical Affairs, when 
they meet the lower house of the Prus- 
sian Diet on Monday, will be distinctly 
friendly. 

The Conservative and Centrist groups 
are both bent on finding some method 
of conciliating the Catholics between 
adjournment and the elections. They 
hope to renew the compact with the 
Clericals and then appeal to the consti- 
tution. The compact may enable Von 
Eulenburg to defy a possible Liberal 
coalition. His enemies say he will 
work to win with a Conservative .and 
moderate Liberal, or a Conservative 
and Clerical alliance. 

It is ascertained that Von Eulenburg 
will endeavor to prevent estrangement 
with the Clericals. As to his relations 
with Von Caprivi, the latter opposed | 
his appvintment knowing that he would 
be a dangerous rival for the imperial 
Chancellorship. The duration of. the 
present provisional arrangement after 
the elections is improbable. Those best 
acquainted with Von Eulenburg say that 
he will succeed in ousting Von Caprivi 


~~) from the Prussian ministry and imperial 


Chancellorship within the current year. 

There was an interesting discussion 
in the Reichstag today on Richter’s 
questioning Von Caprivi as to the prob- 
able abandonment by the government 
of the Primary Education Bill. 

The Chancellor replied that he found 
it impossible to carry out the policy of 
barter laid down in the declarations of 
Bismarck. He said it would be sinning 
against the German empire to purchase 
benefits for it at the expense of Prus- 
sia. Theanxieties he had endured as 
President of the Prussian ministry 
had been the greatest of his life. It 
would strengthen the stability of the 
empire to make the imperial Chancellor 
independent of Prussian affairs. Ger- 
many, he declared, would come out of 
the present crisis with renewed force 
arising from the ministerial changes. 

Benningsen took the credit for lead- 
ing the opposition ‘to success against 
the education proposals. Liebknecht 
expressed for the Socialists their re- 
joicing over the collapse of a measure 
which menaced religious freedom in 
Prussia.

WALT WHITMAN D DEAD. 


A Peaceful Ending of the “Good” 
Gray Poet’s”’ Life. 


“A Weary Shift” His Last Words—His 
Remains to be Laid in & Tomb 
‘He Selected Some 
Time Ago.

PHILADELPHIA, March 26.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] Calmly and peace- 
fully, like a child asleep, Walt Whitman 
passed awaythiseyening. Hehad been 
weaker than usual for some days past. 
He had a sinking spell last night, but 
recovered somewhat.. Again at* 4:30 
he began to sink. Dr. Alex McAllister 
reached the dying man’s bed shortly be- 
fore the end. The aged poet wasina 
dying condition. He asked the patient 
if he suffered any pain, and the whis- 
pered answer was ‘‘No.”’ 

Three minutes before his death he 
said to an attendant, ‘‘A weary shift.’ 
They were the last words uttered by 
Mr. Whitman. His breathing came 
fainter and fainter, and at 6:48 he 
passed away. 

At the time of the ‘‘good gray poet’s’” 
death the bedside in the humble little 
“frame cottage was surrognded. by a 
little group, Thomas B. Ha\ed, a close 
friend; Horace L. Trabbet) his secre- 
tary; Dr. McAllister and the house- 
keeper and a faithful male attendant. 
The news of the death was cabled to 
Lord Tennyson and other friends in En- 
gland, to Dr. Buck of Ontario, Whit- 
man’s biographer, and to friends in this 
country. Tomorrow a plaster cast of 
the dead features will be made. 


Whitman left a carefully drawn willy 


but its contents will not be made publi 
until after the funeral ceremony. TJhe 
remains of the deceased will be placed 
in the recently completed tomb: in 
Havleigh Cemetery in Camden, a spot 
selected by Mr. Whitman when he was 
enjoying his usual health and wheré he 
visited many times during the constrne- 
tioh of the tomb. No arrangements are 
perfected for the funeral.

Magnitude of the Nicaragua Project. 

The Jength of the Suez Canal is 92 
miles; depth, 26 feet, and it was thir- 
teen years in construction. Tolls aver- 
age $4300 per vessel. Steamers pass 
through in forty hours. For sailing 
vessels tugs are provided at a charge of 
$1000 extra. The entire cost of con- 
structing the canal was $85,180,000. 
The British government owns one-fifth 
of the shares of the canal, having 
bought 176,602 from the Khedive in 
1876 for £4,976,600, being 12% per 
cent. premium. The coupons having 
been cut off the Khedive pays the inter- 
est until1892, The canal shortens the 
voyage betweén England andthe East 
by one-third; that is, it enables two 
vessels to do the same work that would 
require three by the Cape of Goed 
Hope. 

The Nicaragua Canal, if completed, 
would be as great an advantage to the 
New World as the Suez Canal is to the

OUR MEDALS OF HONOR. 


THE ONLY OFFICIAL AMERICAN DEC- 
ORATIONS.

Lord Lytton. asks, ‘‘What is a ribbon 
worth to a soldier?’’ and himself replies, 
“Everything. Glory is priceless.” 

Nothing strikes an American as more. 
imposing in a foreign assembly in which 
military and official life is represented 
than the ‘‘decorations’’ which cover the 
breasts of distinguished men. 

The appeai to ‘‘glory’’ is one to which 
the heartof man at once responds. 
The use of medals is founded upon that 
sentiment. 

Medals were used by ancient nations 
to commemorate illustrious actions or 
events, or else to preserve the portraits 
of famous persons. 

Prior to A.D. 117 medals are exceed- 
ingly rare. Perhaps the most cele- 
brated one and the most beautiful is 
the gold medallion of Augustus Cesar. 

The Romans showed their contempt 
of the people they had subdued in the 
medal commemorating the conquest of 
Judea. On. its face is represented a 
solitary figure under a palm tree; on its 
reverse an angry hog and a litter of 

igs! 

Medals of the present day are con- 
ferred as marks of distinction for emi-- 
nent worth or noble conduct. They are 
often bestowed for naval and military 
services, 

In the United States the medal of 
honor is the only official American deco- 
To wear itis a proud distinc- 


OUR FIRST MEDAL. 

Of the seventy-four special national 
medals, conferred by act of Con- 
gress at various times (between 1776 
and 1876) twelve were bestowed upon 
officers of the Revolutionary War. é 

The finest of the twelve are those 
presented to John Paul Jones and Dan- 
iel Morgan, both struck by the famous 
artist Dupee. Twenty-seven medals 
were conferred upon officers of the war 
of 1812 and tour during the Mexican 
war. 
Among the medals received by civi- 
lians specially worthy of remembrance 


Cyrus W. Field for laying the Atlantic 
cable, to George Peabody for promo- 
ting education, to Cornelius Vanderbilt 
for the gift of his steamer in our Na- 
tion's need, and to members of the life- 
saving service. 

THE MEDALS OF ’61-'62. 

When the Civil War burst forth the 
navy was first to recognize ‘‘what a 
ribbon is wortb to a soldier.’’ - On De- 
cember 21, 1861, Congress , provided 
200 medals for marines who should 
distinguish themsciveg. 

The navy medal of honor is thus in- 
scribed in the Medallic History: “A 
five-pdinted star, tipped with trefoils, 
each point containing a crown of laurel 
and oak; in the middle, within a circle 
of thirty-four stars, America, personi- 
fied as Minerva, stands with her left 
hand resting on the fasces, while with 
her right, in which she holds a shield 
blazoned with the Americancarms, she 
repulses Discord, represented with two 
snakes ineach hand; the whole sus- 
pended by ap anchor to two clasps 
united by aribbon of thirteen stripes, 
paleways, gules, and argent, and a 
chief azure.’’ 

After the first battle of Bull Run it 
“was proposed that a medal of distinc- 


j tion should be given to soidiers who: 


particularly distinguished themselves 
for bravery, the medal to be cast from 
cannon captured in battle. 

From this proposition resulted the 
resolutions of Congress of July 12, 
1862, and March 8, 1868, authorizing 
.the presentation of medals of honor to 
soldiers who distinguished themselves. 

This medal in design is like that cast 
for the marines, except that it is made 
of bronze saved from captured guns. 
Its mountings differ, however; they are 
to be seen in the engraving. All these 
new, medals were castat the United 
States Mint at Philadelphia.- Upto this 
time Congress has conferred about 
1100 of the '61-'62 medals. 

Brave Richard Gosson won his with- 
out wearing it; for he fell dead while 
planting the colors of his regiment on 
the enemy’s works near Richmond, Va. 

CORP. HESSE AND CAPT. WILLIAMS. 

The first two of the medals were be- 
stowed for devotion tothe flag! __, 

The first act of gallantry inthe army 
that won one was performed by Corp. 
John C. Hesse, April, 1861. At San 
Antonio, Tex., by almost superhumau 
efforts he preserved and brought away 
thecolors of the Eighth Infantry, to 
which he belonged; this was after the 
capture of his regiment. The first act 
of gallantry in the navy that won one 
was performed by John Williams, cap- 
tain of maintop U.S.S. Pawnee, June, 
1861. In the attack upon Mathias’ 
Point, though wounded by a ball in the 
thigh, he retained charge of his. boat 
and when the staff was shot away he 
held the stump in his hand with the flag 
until alongside of the Freeborn. 

From this time on deeds of daring and 
self-forgetfulness follow in swift suc- 
cession. Space will permit only brief- 
est mention of a few of these heroes o 
the medal of honor.

In 1890 he was elected Commander-in- 
Chief of the Medal gf Honor Legion, a 
military order composed entirely of 
soldiers and sailors who have been 
decorated by the Government for gal- 
lantry, 

Another daring seaman was Edward 
Ringold, cockswain United States ship 
Wabash, During the engagement at 
Pocatalgo he solicited permission to ac- 
company the howitzer corps, and fought 
valiantly. Knowing there was a scar- 
city of ammunition, he came up through 
the whole line of “fire with his shirt 
slung over his shoulder, filled with fixed 
ammunition; he broughtittwo miles 
from the rear,

Battle This Week. 


‘The “Antis” Hope to Beat the Bland 
Bill by a Small Majority. 


Free Coinage Men Less Hopeful of the 
Final Result. 


The Contest Will Probably be Renewed in 
| the House on Tuesday—Other 
Matters at the National 
Capital. 


By Telegraph to The Times, 

Wasaineton, March 26.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| Representative Catch- 
ings will reach the city on Monday, and 
when he returns a rule to bring the 
. silver bill toa vote will be adopted by 
the Rules Committee and will make its 
appearance in the House on Monday. 
The anti-silver men are making a strong 
fight to defeat the rule and are hopeful 
of success. From present indications 
the chances are against them. They 
have the support of: some Democrats 
who would not vote directly against the 
free coinage bill, but on the other 
hand there are a considerable number 
of Republicans who will probably vote 
for the rule or not vote at all, which 
would have the same effect, in order to 
force a square test vote on the question 
of free coinage. These men will vote 
against the Free Coinage Bill when it 
comes up on its merits, but are agaiust 
sidetracking the bill. Messrs. Reed, 
Dingley and others are in favor of voting 
against the Silver Billin all its parlia- 
mentary stages from nowon. Messrs. 
Burrows, Henderson. of Iowa, Hopkins 
of Illinois and other Western Republi- 
cans, with some Eastern men, will not 
agree to this programme. 

When the question comes up on pass- 
age of the bill, however, there is no 
doubt as to how the Republicans will 
stand, and there will then be an alli- 
ance between the anti-silver Democrats 
and all except nine of the Republicans. 
Messrs. Funston of Kansas and Taylor 
of Ohio, who heretofore have voted 
with the free coinage men, will vote 
against the billonits merits. The anti- 
silver Democrats assert that they can 
winthe fight on its merits, but bya 
narrow majority. The free coinage 
men have abated to a remarkable de- 
gree their confidence in their ability 
to pass a free coinage measure through 
the House, and are endeavoring to have 
all their men present when the vote is 
taken. A numberof free coinage men 
are doubtful of the result and expect 
defeat by from one to five votes.

look, as though they were awaiting the 
first returns from a Presidential elec- 

When Mayor Hazard walked out into 
the diamond and took*his place in the 
pitcher’s box, with anew ball in his 
hand, there was a deafening shout sent 
up again and again, until the Mayor 
took off his hat tothe crowd and fur- 
ther distinguished himself by standing

Oakland and San Jose Cross Bats—The 
Latter Win by a Scure of 4 to 1, 

San Francisco, March 26.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The usual street 
parade with brass band accompaniment 
preceded the opening of the California 
League season in this city this after- 
noon. There were several noted citi- 
zens of both San José and Oakland in 
the line of carriages. The afternoon 
was misty and threatening and the un- 
favorable weather doubtless deterred 
many from attending the first game be- 
tween the ‘Colonels’? and ‘‘Dukes.’’ 
Yet the attendance was a surprise to 
even the most hopeful of the league di- 
rectors. It was the largest Saturday 
afternoon gathering at a league game 
in this State, estimates placing the 
spectators at from 5000 to 6000.

WEATHER AND CROPS. 


Weekly Reports of Voluntary Correspond- 
ents for Southern California. 

Following is the regular weekly 
weather and crop bulletin for Southern 
California, issued by the United States 
Weather Bureau and the Chamber of 
Commerce, for the week ending March 
25: 

Hueneme (S. L. Mack)—The rain of Sat- 
urday and mandey was beneficial to crops, 
but more is needed. 

Bardsdale (J. R. McKee)—Light rain fell 
on the 19th, which was beneficial to grow- 
ing grain. The weather is slightly cloudy, 
with some indications of rain, more of 
which is needed. 

Lancaster, Antelope Valley.elevation 2500 
feet (J. P. Ward)—The weather during the 
past week has been showery and blustering 
and grain in this section was slightly in- 
jured by high winds on the 22d and 234d. 
Several light frosts occurred, which did a 
little damage to fruit. ‘ 

Los Angeles city (George E. Franklin)— 
The weather during the past week was 
cooler than the seasonal average; the tem- 
perature ranged from 1° to 7° daily below 
the normals, except on the 24th, when it 
was 1° in excess. The highest during the 
week was 75°, lowest 43°. Light rain fell 
on the 19th and 20th, which helped vegeta- 
tion considerably, but more is needed to 
mature crops. 

Duarte (W. W. Bliss)—The late sown 
grain needs rain, everything else is look- 
ing well. Light rain fellon Saturday and 
Sunday. Highest temperature during the 
week, 75°; lowest, 40°. The orange crop 
is still moving. 

Pomona (John Wasson)—Crops are all 
doing well except barley and wheat on 
mesa lands, which need more rain. The 
week has been a combinatioh of sunshine 

nd shadow. Very light rain fell on Satur. 
ay and today (Thursday) the sky is over- 
cast. 

Chino (Edwin Rhodes) — Threatening 
weather prevailed several days, but the 
rainfall for the past week has not been 
enough for any material benefit. The 
sugar-beet crop is éoming*up well, and is 
making a good showing. Twenty-five hun- 
dred acres have been planted up to the 
present time. Rain is needed, though 
nothing is suffering. 

Riverside (W. E. Keith)—Grain men are 
anxiously looking for rain, as wheat and 
barley in many localities are suffering. 
The temperature dyring the week re. 
mained about normal; the highest was 70°, 
the lowest 34°. 

Tustin (E. D. Buss)—No rain has fallen 
since last report; less fog occurred than 
for several weeks previous and the weather 
has been generally cool and clear. Barley 
is beginning to.suffer from drought, and 
must have rain to save it. Deciduous fruit 
trees are blooming well. Several heavy 
orange-growers are shipping on their own 
account, rather than sell at prices offered 
by buyers here.

The Pacific Matl Steamship Incubus, 
{Chicago Tribune. ] 

The Pacific Mail Steamship Com- 
pany has for many years subsisted upon 
subsidy and steadily gone from bad to 
worse. It has drawn from the Govern- 
ment $1,200,000 a year ostensibly to 
enable it.to help build up American 
commerce, and it has at the same time 
accepted a bonus of $900,000 a year 
from the transcontinental railroads to 
break down American commerce and 
render the Government’s subsidy of no 
avail. The railroad bonus has proved 
stronger than the Government subsidy, 
as the people of San Diego, Cal., have 
found totheir cost. By the terms of its 
contract its steamers are required to 
stop at San Diego. This it refused to 
do until ft was compelled to observe its 
obligations by pressure from Washing- 
ton. Then its vessel stopped, but only 
in a formal way, for they refused to re- 
ceive passengers or freight for or from 
that port.

A Novel Trip to Lofty Heights—Camp on the 
Summit. 

Probably the most attractive. point of in- 
terest about Pasadenais Mt. Wilson, over 
6000 feet high, from whose lofty summit may 
be enjoyed a most invigorating atmosphere, 
and mountain and vailey scenery unsur- 
passed anywhere.

An Interesting Article on How to Fatten 
Fowls. 
(Silas Bevan in Poultry Monthly.] 

One of the most successful fatteners 
of chickens I know is a lady, and her 
method is so simple as well as effectual 
that I think it well to make it known, 
She has some coops about ten feet long 
by five feet wide, boarded up on three 
sides and roofed over, the fronts being 
made of laths nailed longitudinally. 
These coops are comparatively dark, 
still there is light enough for the chick- 
ens to see well. Intosucha coop she 
places about twenty cockerels and feeds 
them upon whole corn. This isthe only 
food they get. They have fresh water 
supplied to them twice daily. In about 
thfee weeks they are ready to kill, and 
they are usually very plump, fat and 
heavy. 

Corn in some form, either whole, 
cracked’or ground into meal, is one of 
the best foods to use in fattening 
fowls, as an analysis of its constituents 
shows that it possesses a large propor- 
tion of the elements that enter into the 
composition of adipose tissue. 

While this lady’s plan isa good one, 
I think it can be improved upon, and I 
suggest from experience and observa- 
tion the following substitute: Coop the 
chickens in a quiet place with but mod- 
erate amount of light. See to it that 
they are free from lice, as lice hinder 
the fattening process. Feed for the 
morning meal a mush made by cooking 
corn meal and potatoes together, about 
two parts meal and one part potatvues. 
Feed whole corn late in the afternoon. 
Keep plenty of fresh water before the 
chickens until the last week. During 
the last week of the (fattening 
process remove all the water and 
give for drink sweet milk further 
sweetened by stirring in two table- 
spoonfuls of sugar to each pint of the 
milk. Give no other drink. A little 
lean meat during the process will be a 
valuable addition to the bill of fare, as 
it will help to keep up the appetite 
as well as furnishing food, so that 
the chickens will eat and digest more 
than if thisis not given. By feeding 
the chickens in this way forthree weeks 
they will be plump and fat, and should 
then be killed promptly. After a time, 
if the process is continued too long, the 
chickens will lose their appetites, and 
then a loss in weight will ensue. 


Whatisa Farm Without a Boy? 
{[St. Louis Star-Sayings. } 

“Tagree with. Charles Dudley War- 
ner that a farm without a boy would 
quickly come to grief,’’ said Peter J. 
Millsdon at the Lindell. ‘Just stop 
and consider fora moment what a boy 
on a farm is required to do. It is 
understood, in the first place, that he 
is todo all the errands, to go tothe 
store, to the postoffice, and to carry all 
sorts of messages. If he had as many 
legs as the centipede it is my private 
opinion that every one of them would 
be thoroughly tired out by night. He 
is the one who spreads the grass when 
the men cut it; he stows it in the barn, 
rides the horse to cultivate the corn up 
and down the hot, weary rows; he picks 
up the potatoes when they are dug; he 
is the one who totes all the wood and 
water, and tires his back out splitting 
kindling. No matter where he is, ‘in 
the house or out of it, there is always 
work for himtodo. Before he goes to 
schoolin the winter he shovels the 
paths, andin summer turns the grind- 
stone. Yet the farm boy has a happy 
life ‘in spite of all, and he is the stuff 
great men are made of. If it were not 
for the fresh young blood of the country 
I am afraid the city would run to seed.” 


It is always best, when beginning 
poultry raising, to start with a few hens 
and a cockerel of pure breed. You can 
get a large flock ina year’s time if you 
wish, and by weeding out the poorest 
and condemning to the block can secure 
constant improvement. It is not likely 
that a flock of hens taken from their 
old home to a strange place will be very 
prolific egg producers the first year. 
Hence the disadvantage of filling the 
henhouse with a large stock at first. A 
few of the best fowls, if only a trio or 
a hen anda setting of eggs, will give 
greater profit than a large flock of mon- 
grels, bought because they do not cost 
much.

Spraying Frait Trees. 
{American Cultivator.] 

The grape scare of last autumn will 
have the result of making farmers spray 
their vines and trees at the proper time, 
and as the time approaches when the 
trees will soon be in bud another side 
of the question should be presented. 
The fruit and honey interests should 
work together, and for the latter it is 
very impogtant that the spraying of 
trees should be done at the right time. 
It is an unnecessary and useless labor 
and expense to spray the fruit trees 
when in blossom. The proper time to 
have good effectis tospray immediately 
after the blossoms have fallen. Paris 

een and London purple must both be 
feposited on the fruit itself to have any 
effect, and this cannot be done when 
the blossoms are on the trees. The 
petals of the blossoms. cover the fruit 


until they have withered and fallen. 
| Causes them tocrumble up and under 


from the trees. 

Spraying the trees when the blossoms 
are onthem is not only labor thrown 
away, but it is a positive menace to the 
honey-eating public. Beés will gather 
honey from such poisonous blossoms, 
and often they will take in just enough 


of the poisontotaint the honey and 
not kill themselves. People eating 
this poisonous honey must suffer the 


consequences. Many cases of poison- 
ous honey being sent to the market 
have been traced to this cause. More- 


| over, whole colonies of bees are killed 


off by eating such poison in the blos- 
soms of fruit trees, and this is the chief 
loss. The apiarist cannot afford to kill 
the bees off. They are a benefit to him 
as wellas tothe apiarist.

TREASURES FROM THE ROCKS. 


Remarkable Curiosities at the Geological 

Survey—How Mountains are Made. 
Two very remarkable curiosities are 
placed side by side on a little shelf at 
the geological survey. One is a lump 
of chalcedony as big as a child’s fist, 
white and translucent. It is but a thin 
shell, and when held to the light is seen 
to be nearly filled with water, which 
flows about as the object is turned this 
way orthat. What makes it interest- 
ing is that the water has undoubtedly 
‘been inclosed and hermetrically sealed 
in this. natural receptacle for thou- 
sands and thousands of years. Prob- 
ably it was there long before Moses 
was born, and yet not a drop of it has 
evaporated. Originally there was a 
cavity in the rock, formed by a violent 
bubble. Water percolated into it, bring- 
ing in solution silex, which was depos- 
ited on the walls of the little hollow in 
a coating of chalcedony. At length it 
would have been filled up solid with- 
beautiful crystals, forming one of those 
‘‘veodes,’’ as they are called, which are 
nature’s treasure caskets, found con- 
cealed in rocky formations where least 
expected and revealing wonders of bril- 
liant color. Agates are made in the 
same fashion. However, in this in- 
stance the small channel by which the 
water flowed in and out became closed 
upin some way and so the process 
stopped. After the lapse of no one can 
tell how many centures the stony mass 
containing the calcedony chamber with 
its liquid contents was broken open and 
it fell out, being loose. 

The other curious object above re- 
ferred to is what appears to be a petri- 
fied oyster, cut through so that one sees 
it apparently on the haif-shell, just as 
it would look when opened fresh for a 
customer. It was found in chalk beds 
formed largely of the shells cf various 
bivalves, probably many oysters and 
clams among them. The so-called 
‘theart’’ of the animal, which is its big 
muscle, and all the other parts are 
wonderfully distinct. There is even a 
small pearlin it seemingly. Yet it is” 
not an oyster at all, but merely one of 
those marvelous imitations which na- 
ture makes of her own works in freak- 
ish moods. 

The Government rock sharps find 
many a surprising curiosity among 
the rocks which it is their business to 
investigate. Just now at the office of 
the geological survey they are engaged 
in building imitation mountains for the 
purpose of studying the way in which 
the eternal hills were formed by the 
crumpling due to the contraction of the 
earth’s crust, The coal basins and other 
valuable mineral deposits in many parts 
of the United States have undergone 
just such crumpling, so that it will be 
profitable to ascertain the laws govern- 
ing it. 

These imitation mountains are built 
of wax, hardened or softened by mixing 
it with other substances, so that it shall 
resemble in consistency the brittle 
rocks near the surface of the earth or 
the plastic rocks which are in that con- 
dition because of the great pressure 
that exists even at depths of only two 
or three mhiles, as the case may be. The 
mixture is cast in layers of a given 
thickness by melting and flowing it in a 
wooden trough. Wheneach layer has 
hardened it is taken out and a number 
of the layers thus made are superim- 
posed one upon the other, like layers of 
jelly cake, representing geological 
strata. The next process is to place 
the layers in a machine, ithe shot on 
top Bf them to represent the force of 
gravity, after which pressure is ap- 
plied from the ends very slowly by a 
piston advanced with a screw. This

An amended cémplaint was filed by 
Trippet & Neale yesterday as attorneys 
forthe San Felipe Land and Water 
Company against Paul Sentenac et al. 
The suit was originally begun five 
months ago and is against some forty 
defendants. The history of the case is 
this: The San Felipe ranch is about 
fifteen miles beyond Julian, and on that 
property are a number of Indian squat- 
ters, and the guit is brought to eject 
them from the ranch so as to clear the 
title. The Indians have cultivated 
sections of the*raneh, and in fact, claim 
it as their own, - Itis not thought proba- 
ble that the Government will defend the 
suit, as there are several reservations 
within ashort distance to which the 
squatters could be moved. It was 
thought by some that the Government 
would purchase the lands that the 
Indians had cultivated and gared for, 
but the reservations within this county 
are adequate and besides the number 
to be removed is so small that it would 
not be worth the expense to purchase.

Two Bering Sea Propositions 
from Salisbury. 


He is Willing to Arbitrate the Ques- 
tion of Damages, 


But England will Not be Responsible 
for Her Poachers. 


The Suggestion That Sealers Give Bonds 
Renewed in Another Form—London 
Papers Regurd His Note as a 
Diptomatic Clincher.

Lonpon, March 27.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.] Lord Salisbury, 
under date of March 26, replied as fol- 
lows to Sir Nulian Pauncefote, in re- 
sponse to Mr. Wharton’s note of March 
22: 


Notice has been given to the owners of 
Ships sailing for Bering Sea that the 
agreement to arbitrate and immediate ar- 
rangements under discussion between 
Great Britain and the United States may 
effect the liberty of sealing in the Bering 
Sea. They have notice of their liability to 
interruption, and will sail subject to that 
notice. The question of time, therefore. is 
not urgent. e concur in thinking that 
when the treaty was framed our conduct 
was governed by your note of June 14, 


4890, but when it is ratified both parties 


must ‘admit that contingent rights, which 
both desire to protect, become vested in the 
other. We think thatthe prohibition of 
sealing, if it stands alone, would be unjust 
to British sealers, it the arbitrators should 
decide adversely to the United States. 

We are willing, however, when the treaty 
shall be ratified, toagree to an arrange. 
ment siinilar to that of last year, if the 
United States will consent that the arbi- 
trators, in the event of a decision adverse 
to the United States, assess the damages 
inflicted on British sealers during the 
pending arbitration, and in the event ofa 
decision adverse to Great Britain assess 
damages which the limitation of slaughter 
shall, during the pendency of arbitration, 
have inflicted on the United States or its 
lessees. 

As an alternative, we are willing, after 
the ratification of the treaty, to prohibit 
sealing in the disputed waters, if vessels be 
excepted from the prohibition which pro- 
duce certificates that they have given secur. 
ity for such damages as the arbitrators 
may assess incase ofa decision adverse to 
Great Britain; the arbitrators to receive 
the necessary authority inthat respect. In 
this case restriction of slaughter on the is)- 
ands will not, in point of equity, be neces- 
sary. 

Her Majesty’s government is unable to 
see any other than these two methods of 
restricting seal hunting in the disputed 
waters during the arbitration, which would 
be equitable to both parties. 

A later note from Lord. Salisbury to 


Sir Julian -Pauncefote, under date of. 


March 26, says: 


With further reference to your telegram 
of March 23, Iam not prepared to admit, 
as I gather that the President thinks, that 
We objected to the arbitrators having juris- 
diction to award damages inflicted in part 
by the party against whom the award is 


given. I only objected to Her Ma- 
jyesty’s government being liable for 
actions it has not committed. I am 


ready to consent to referring on this point 
on the following terms: In case the arbi- 
trators decide in favor of the British Gov- 
ernment they may ask that they further 
decide whether the United States Govern- 
ment, since 1885, has taken any action in 
Bering Sea directly inflicting wrongful 
loss on British subjects, and also to assess 
the damages incurred thereby ; that in case 
the arbitrators decide in favor of the Gov- 
ernmentof the United States, they may 
ask them to decide further whether the 
British government, since 1885, has taken 
any action in’ Bering Sea directly in- 
fiicting wrongful loss to the Unfted States 
and their lessees, and if so to assess the 
damages incurred thereby. 


Wasuineton, March 27.—Salisbury’s 
reply to Acting Secretary Wharton’s 
note of the 22d inst. expressing the 


hope of the President that Lord Salis- 


bury would give prompt and friendly 
assistance to a renewal of last vear’s 
modus vivendi for the protection of seal 
life in Bering Sea was*laid before the 
President this afternoon.

ENGLAND'S FORMER ATTITUDE, 


The Note of Pauncefote to Which Salis- 
bury Kefers. 

Wasnincton, March 27.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] Pauncefote’s note of 
June 14. 1890, to Blaine, referred to 
in Salisbury’s letter of the 26th, ex- 
pressed his regrets at the failure to re- 
ceive assurance that, during the contin- 
uance of negotiations for a settlement 
of the seal fishery question, British 
vessels would not be interfered with by 
the United States revenue cutters in 
Bering Sea outside the territorial 
limits, protested against. such interfer- 
ence with British vessels and said:

Her Majesty's government is  anx- 
ious to codperate9 to the fullest ex- 
tent of their power with the gov- 
ernment of the United States in 
such measure as may be found expedient 
for the protection of the seal fisheries. 
They are atthe present moment engaged 
in examining tnconcert with the Govern- 
ment of the United States the best method 
of arriving at an agreement upon the point, 
but they cannot admit the right of the 
United States Government of theirown sole 
motion to restrict for this purpose the free- 
dom of navigation of Bering Sea, which the 
United States themselves in a former year 
convincingly and.«successfully vindicated, 
nor.enforce , their municipal legislation 
against British vessels on the high seas be- 
yond the limits of their territorial juris- 
diction. 

Her government therefore is 
unable to pass over without notice the pub- 
lic announcement onthe partof the Gov- 
ernment of the United States that it will 
renew the acts of interference with British 
vessels navigating outside the territorial 
watersof the United States of which they 
previohsly have to complain. The under. 
signediin consequence is instructed to for- 
mally protest against such interference 
and tiferefore states that Her Britannic 
Majesty's government must hold the Gov-

Anarchists Blow Up a Prosecuting 
Officer’s Dwelling. 


Seven Persons Injured—The People 
Becoming Terrorized. 


Other Foreign Dispatches—Many Vessels 
Burned in the Harbor of Barcelona—

Murderer Deeming.

Paris, March 27.—|By Cable and A» 
sociated Press.] At 8 o'clock this morn- 
ing adynamite explosion occurred at 
No. 39 rue Clichy, where resided M. 
Bullose, one of the prosecuting counsel 
in the recent Anarchist trials. The ex- 
plosion was immediately followed by 
frenzied shrieks from occupants of the 
building who were in bed at the time. 
The main staircase was completely 
wrecked. A number of half dressed 
women and children escaped hurriedly 
by the servants’ staircase. 

The fire brigade extingnished a small 
fire inthe débris and rescued the in- 
mates. Seven persons were seriously 
injured by the infernal machine, which 
had apparently been deposited on a 
door on the second fioor, which was 
occupied by M. Bullose. 

The whole interior of the building 
was wrecked, and in the two adjacent 
houses all doors and -windows were 
smashed. Much furniture was broken 
to fragments, and the court-yard was 
strewn with debris. Several workmen. 
engaged on a new building opposite, 
were injured by flying fragments of 
stone and glass. 

Ministers Loubet and Ricard visited 
the. scene during the day. M. Builose 
and family escaped uninjured. The 
police continue to search Anarchist 
haunts, and seize Anarchistic publica- 
tions. Two robbers named Mar, two 
brothers named Matthieu, accomplices 
of Ranashbol, have been arrested. 

The explosion caused intense excite- 
ment throughoutthecity. Nobody feels 
safe. Late tonight a gendarme found 
an infernal machine at the ‘Ivry bar- 
racks and quenched the lighted fuse.

Bloody Encounter Between Two

At 1 o’clock yesterday morning a 
queer character put in an appearance 
at the central police station.

As soon as Mr. Brown discovered that 
he was known he began to hedge and 
refused to say anything about his 
troubles, notwithstanding the fact that 
he visited the police for the purpose of 
making a kick of some kind. Several 
of the brighest officers on the night 
watch questioned him and cross-ques- 
tioned him, but they failed to set his 
tongue in motion, 

Just as the great intellects of the 
police squad wereabout to give Brown 


}ap asa hard game Detective Bosqui’s 


cat-lfke tread was heard on the outer 
walls and the French Hawkshaw en- 
tered. Bosqui was consulted by the 
inner squad and the man of the bloody 
head was turned over to him. 

Itis not known what influence was 
brought to bear on Brown, but it is cer- 
tain that his bloody jaws were set in 
motion and a queer story was unraveled, 
it seems that Brownand a handsome 
Frenchman named Rudick room in a 
lodging-house on Hill near Seventh 
street. 

Now, there résides in this house a 
buxom landlady, and, from Saturday 
night’s developments, both Brown and 
the Frenchman arein love with the fair 
one. Brown, who is not quite so pretty 
as Rudick, has not kept up in the chase 
afterthe widow’s heart, but he has 
made good headway and is cock of the 
walk when he is about the house. Sat- 
urday night he had business down town 
and was detained several hours. Ou 
his return home between 11 and 12 
o*clock he learned that the widow and 
his rival had — out for a moonlight 
strol', notwithstanding thefact thatthe , 
moon is not visible at this time. 

He was so angry that he could not con- 
tain himself sufficiently to remain in 
the shadows of the front gate until 
the couple returned, so he put on his 
war paint and set out on a three hours’ 
trail. After almost an hour’s chase, 
the couple hove in sight, and witha 
yell that would have done credit to an 
Apache Indian Brown piunged between 
the two. 

The Frenchman was taken off his 
guard, but it only took him a few 
seconds to recover, when he squared 
himself, and the next thing poor Brown 
knew he was flat on his back, and the 
Frenchman was landing blow after blow 
on his head and face. How the widow 
behaved is not known, but she did not 
run away, a8 most women would have 
done, for as soon as Rudick tired of his | 
sport with Brown's head she took the 
victorious one’s arm, and the two 
walked off as if nothing had happened, 

Brown positively refuses to prosecute 
the case, and as no officer witnessed it 
it is more than possible that the police 
will be unable to do anything in the 
matter. 

Brown is notdangerously injured, but 
he was confined to his bed yesterday, 
and it will be some days before he is 
able to be out. The officers are of the 
opinion that Rudick used a club or some 
blunt instrument, as his Gsts would not 
have cut Brown up in such a horrible. 
manner.

Dr. Read’s Sermon at the First 
Baptist. 


An Interesting and Instructive Dis- 
course to a Large. Audience, 


Rev. Dr. Thomson on the Subject of 
the New Birth. 


Rev. B. W. KR. Tayler at St. John’s Epis- 
copal Church—Trinity Methodist

Dr. Read, of the First Baptist Church, 
yesterday morning chose his text from 
If Corinthians, v.i:17-18. This. is 
Christ’s call, His promise to His: re- 
deemed children. The meaning of the 
Greek word church is ‘‘the called out,”’ 
hence those whoconstitute the church, 
are the called out. Christ said. ‘‘I have 
chosen ye out of the world.”’ Like:silly 
sheep, anxious to know what is on the 


‘| outside of the fold, His children are 


constantly wandering from the fold of 
the church. So many of his children in 
fact are in the world, mingling among 
sinful men, sharing their pleasnres, 
doing as the world does, that it often 
seems hard to recognize “them. There 
must be separation between God’s peo- 
pie and the sinfu! masses of the world. 
There can be no concord between God 
and Belial, between redeemed men and 
rebellious sinners. 

ye not tinequally yoked together 
with unbelievers,” is a commasd of 
Christ that forbids intimate relations 
between God's people ‘and those who 
are living in opposition to Him. In the 
forbidden relations between saints and 
sinners the sinner is the stronger, as 
the Christian.is weakened by reason of 
being in a position of disobedience. 
You cannot convert sinners by joining 
them in theirsms. You cannot reform 
drunkards by drinking with them, or 
gamblers by gambling withthem. God 
demands that there must be a complete 
separation between the Christian church 
and the sinful world. 

Israel was terribly punished before 
they were cured of the great sin of 
idolatry. Even His holy temple, built 
bv divine command, was destroyed, and 
His chosen people carried into seventy 
years’ captivity betore they could be 
cured of their great national sin. 

It is worth a good deal in this world 
of sin to feel that you have publicly 
committed yourself to Christ. and are 
recognized as belonging to Him. The 
joy of God’s love only helps the heart 
of man who has made a complete ac- 
knowledgment of his allegiance to Him. 
God withholds the fullnes of the bless- 
ing of His love until the heart is wholly 
given to Him and until He is obeyed in 
allthings. The child of God who truly 
lives in Him and has long gazed with 
delight in the face of-his Master can 
find no real pleasure elsewhere, much 
less in open sin. He whois like Christ 


with His people.’ Christ himself had 
special communication with God in 
order to fully prepare Him for His 
great work among men. How much 
more do we need that intimate, per- 
sonal communication with God? Let 
the happy Christian not sit and sing, 
but rise and serve. 
ST. JOHN'S EPISCOPAL. 

At St. John's Episcopal Church yes- 
terday morning Rev. B. W. R. Tayler 
preached from Exodus xiv:15, “Speak 
unto the children of Israel that they go 
forward.’’ Moses bv God's command 
had gathered together the Israel- 
ités to emigrate from Egyptian bondage 
to their promised inheritance in 
Canaan. Being pursued. by the Egyp- 
tians and hemmed in by them on the 
shores of the Red Sea, Moses was 
uncertain whatto do, and made the 
mistake of telling his people to ‘stand 
still, for the Lord will fight for you.”’ 
Immediately came God’s command, 
in opposition to the policy of 
Moses, ‘go forward.’’ One lesson 
taught in this connection is that 
while very often we must stand 
still and abide patiently in the 
Lord, yet we must only do this after we 
have exhausted our own efforts. He 
Was a wise general who, while encour- 
aging@his army to trust in Providence, 
yet uttered the precautionary warning 
to keep their powder dry, for Heaven 
will only help those. who make an ef- 
fort to help themselves. Belief in 
prayer to heal the sick is comforting, 
and often efficacious, but we should not 
on this account reject the medical help, 
which is God's agent, 

The congregation were exhorted to 
apply the text individually, and as a 
church—progress in the spiritual life 
for the individual and progress as a 
church to discharge the functions and 
work of the church, Referring to the 
latter a strong appeal was Mieke to the 
congregation to put the church in that 
position which will enable it to grasp 
the coming opportunies. Progress is 
inthe air. The wonderful development 
of our mines and agricultural interests 
betoken a future to this country which 
even the most sanguine can hardly 
overestimate. The church must be pre- 
pared to keep pace with this progress. 

The increasing congregations at St. 
John’s make necessary the enlarging of 
the church at no very distant date. 
After the service several pledges were 
tnade toward this object, and the work 
will probably be undertaken as soon as 
all the pledges are in.

_ THE PROPHECIES OF SCIENCE. 


How to Warn the Public in Advance of the 
Approach of a Violent Storm.” 
York Herald. } 

The great practical question for me- 
teorology is how the public may be fore- 
warned many hours in advance when a 
storm of moderate force quietly cross- 
ing the country or tamely skirting the 
Atlantic coast-line will attain the de- 
structive violence of ahurricane. Me- 
teorologists have newto rely mainly 
upon the indications of the barometer 
to previse the sudden and dangerous 
intensificatious of such disturbances. 
But the barometeris a very sluggish 
sentinel of impending danger and the 
interval between its warnings and the 
outburst of the tempest is too short to 
admit of adequate preparation. The 
same may be said of the premonitory 
indications of.all other instruments now 
employed for prognosticating weather 
changes. What, then. are we to do? 
Is the science of weather and storm pre- 
diction to drag on without any advance, 
in dependence upon observations on or 
near sea-level, which have long since 
demonstrated their inadequacy for 
timely premonitions of storms? It 
should not so be. , 

Iinportant as weather observations 
taken onthe surface of the earth un- 
doubtedly are, they will always be in- 
complete and indecisive for predictive 
purposes untilsupplemented by observa- 
tions of the ggand storm-breedirg and 
storm-intensifying currents of the up- 
per atmosphere. Some simple and sat- 
isfactory device must be found for test- 
ing day by day the varying velocities, 
direction and extension of ‘the upper 
air currents. Captive balloons might 
perhaps serye the purpose where no 
high mountain offers a favorable sta- 
tion for sucht observations. It must be 
confessed that mountain observations, 
as those of Ben Nevis and Mt. Wash- 
ington, have not proved of very mate- 
rial value for storm-warning purposes. 
But such points are too distant from the 
zone. out of which the great aerial Gulf 
streams emerge to afford timely intima- 


tions of the eccentric movements or 


exceptional velocities of the main equa- 
torial currents of the atmosphere, upon 
which all destructive cyclones depend 
for their genesis, development and pro- 
gressive motions. It therefore seems 
imperative, if the science of storm pre- 
diction is to advance, that high level 
stations in and on the borders of the 
tropics should be occupied for mete- 
orological observations and for signal- 
ing to the higher latitudes when and 
where a great storm will be generated, 
and-wilren a storm of moderate force 
will becéme intensely energized. . 


Ticks in the Ear.

About ten years ago we received from 
a Rural subscriber in Tulare county 
specimens of cattle ticks which had 
been found in the ear of a horse which 
had given signs of loco poisoning, and 
at the time it was considered conclusive 
that the loco symptoms were due to the 
colony of ticks which had lodged in the 
anima]’s ear and by irritation gave rise 
distress That the animal acted as 
though ‘‘crazy’’ with loco. 
Last summef we received from Mon 
terey county another colony of ticks 
taken from the ear of a horse supposed 
to be “‘locoed,’’ the ticks being found 
after the death of the.animal, in a rude 
post-mortem examination of the head 
made by tife owner.

Donald said; ‘*The interest itself has been

for that purposes The holders, accord- 
ingly, pooled their” bonds, and the Cali- 
fornia Bank of San Francisco, as trustee 
forthe cable people, drew up an agree- 
mentas the basis of tbe transfer. The 
agreement was submitted to James G. Fair 
and the Pacific Rolling Mill Company as 
representing the electric interests for their » 
approval, They declined to ratify the 
agreement as presented, andin turn drew 
up an amended agreement, which was sub- 
mitted to the California Bank. In. the 
meantime, however, said the gentleman, 
the cable people had their eyes open, and 
when the amended agreement was sub. 
mitted they decline? to ratify it, as has 
been stated. The; entleman turther stated 
tha‘, in his opinion, uegotia ions were off, 
and une did not think thev would be re 
sumed. The cable people have learneda 
good deal in the past few weeks, and from 
his knowledge of the matter hedid not : 
think any other proposition will be sub 
mitted Efforts have been repeatedly 
made rec n'y to plac: electric bonds in 
San Frauci co, but so far they have been 
unsuccessful, as no one seems disposed to 
take hold of them. 

In the meantime, it mav be repeated 
that the electric bondholders in this 
city have not yet received their inter- 
est, due March 16, either in bonds or 
cash, it being reliably stated that the 
bonds are still in the pool at San Fran- 
cisco, but as the deal is, of 
there is nothing to prevent them 
being released long enough to cut 
off the coupons—that is, if there is 
money enough on hand to take them up.

The Era of Air-ships Inaugurated, 

Acablegram from Warsaw, recount- 
ing the military activity on the Russo- 
Prassian frontier, contains the signifi- 
cant announcement that Prussian bal- 
loons have been hovering over the Rus- 
sian fortresses and camps and are be- 
lieved to form a part of an extensive 
Germansspy system, The balloons ap- 
peur to beunder perfect control, and 
indicate that a new and dangerous ele- 
ment has been introduced into modern 
warfare. 

The Germans first had their eyes 
opened to the utility of balloons as an 
adjunct of war during the siege of 
Paris, when the beleaguered city was 
able to communicate by them with the 
outside provinces and also take most 
accurate note of the position, strength 
and equipment of the German forces. 
Since that time France has been pur- 
suing a systematic course of investiga- 
tion with the object of securing a_bal- 
loon or flying machine that may be di- 
rected on adesired course independent 
of wind currents. A large amount of 
money, appropriated by the govern- 
ment for this purpose, has been ex- 
pended in experiments, and it is an- 
nounced that quite a decided success 
has been achieved. As the dirigible 
balloon or flying machine isin the hands } 
of the’ government and designed ex- 
‘pressly as an accessory for war no ef- 
fort has been made to popularize it or 
bring it into practicaluse. The French 
authorities would rather have a monop- 
oly and keep it out of common use, 


knowing that its general introduction 
would place it in the hands of an enemy 
as well. But progressin this great fleld 
of invéntion cannot be checked in that 
way. 

It seems now that the Germans have 
also perfected a dirigible balloon, and 
have put it into actual service sooner 
than the French. 

In this country we are still somewhat 
behind France and Germany, for the 
reason that no public appropriation has 
ever been made to further the invention. 
But some of ourscientific men have been 
wide awake on the subject, and have 
carried their private researches and 
experiments so far that the matter of 
achievement is probably not far off. 
Recently the Cosmopolitan Magazine 
took up the matter in an active way, 
and not only offered considerable prizes 
for the best essays on the subject, but 
proposed to conduct.a series of experi- 
ments under the direction of some able 
mechanicians. Thomas A. Edison, the 
wizard of Menlo Park, has agreed to 
give the project his suggestions. The 
Cosmopolitan sets out to solve the prob- 
lem of the navigation of the air ina 
practical way, and the chances are 
favorable to its success. “It will be one 
of the greatest achievements ever ac- 
complished by private enterprise. 

Of course, if this is accomplished, the 
invention will be popularized in this 
country. There can be no government 
monopoly for war purposes, or for any 
other use, and the advantages of the 
flying machine will be thrown open to 
the world. 

It is plainly to be seen that the dirig- 
ible balloon, or flying machine, even 
though it should not be perfected to the 
point of furnishing transportation for 
people and merchandise in a practical 
way, will still be a most valuable ad- 
junct in military operations. It will 
serve, not only as a most perfect means 
of spying out the enemy’s position and 
strength, but, with an equipment of 
dynamite, it might be made a most ter- 
rible engine of destruction. Think 
what havoc and consternation would be 
caused by half a dozen balloons hov- 
ering over an enemy’s lines, either in 
th@pen country or in fortifications, or 
over an enemy’s city, dropping dyna- 
mite bombs down upon the defengeless 
armies and people! There would be 
only one way to meet this kind of war- 
fare, and that would be to fight bal- 
loons with balloons. Our field of car- 
nage would then be measureably trans- 
ferred to the upper air, and we should 
have men in mortal combat as the hosts 
of the Archangel and Satan are pic- 
tured in Milton's *‘Paradise Lost.’’ Of 
course’ a balloon whose car is stored 
‘with high combustibles would be very 
vulnerable if it should come within fir- 
ingydistance. A single little ball from 
a Mannlicher rifle, striking in the vital 
spot, would cause such an explosion as 
to annihilate the flying machine and its 
occupants, and shake the very earth be- 
neath. That is what war will be when 
we get to fighting our battles among 
the clouds. 

A few years ago a discussion of this 
character would have been looked upon 
as the ravings of a visionary, but now it 
must be listed in the category of possi- 
ble and even probable things. Perhaps

may occur at any time. If the Russians 
on the frontier were equipped with 
balloons as the Germans are, and hos- 
tilities were declared, we might have 
sucha fight atanytime. Ifthe Germans 
and the French should come together 
in another passage at arms the world 
would be certain to witness such a spec- 
tacle. Thus war, abetted by science, 
assumes still more terrors. Not only 
may contending forces be destroyed by 
an enemy in the clouds, but on sea their 
vessels may be blown up by an enemy 
that skurries to and fro beneath the 
surface of the water, and makes no 
outward sign. With such a command 
of the elements as we seem to be ap- 
proaching, it seems as though mankind 
is becoming god-like,,and ought not to 
fight atall. But, whether new inven- 
tions and discoveries involve greater 
peril to the race or not, they are sure 
to keep on. The world must progress. 
Thus far we have reached only the A- 
B-C’s of human achievement.

THE FOX-TAIL TORCHES. 


A ‘THRILLING TALE OF THE WIS. 
‘©ONSIN BACKWoopDs. 


By Capt. W. A, Curtis, 


[CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES.] 

One day on the piaeza of a Wisconsin 
summer hotel an old gentleman said to 
me, as we sat gazing out on the waters 
of Lake Oneota sparkling in the bright 
afternoon sunlight: ‘‘If you like I will 
tell you a story whose events took place 
on this very lake.”’ 

After a little preliminary talk he told 
the tale. I reproduce it here as nearly 
as Ican remember it in his own words. 

My father was a clergyman in a back- 
woods district of Maine. His. parishion- 
ers were so few and his salary so small 
he was forced to hunt and trap five 
days in the-week, writing his sermon on 
Saturday. 

When the emigation to Wisconsin 
began many of our neighbors decided 
to go and our family went with them. 
The Maine people found in this part of 
the State a region of lakes and forests 
much resembling the region they had 
come from. My father brought his 
family here to Lake Oneota and in the 
grove on yonder point, just where that 
gay summer cottage stands, he built a 
log cabin of three rooms and a shed. 

His parish was now larger than ever 
and his parishioners much fewer; but if 
he had far to go to deliver his sermons 
game and fur-bearing animals were 
much more plentiful in the Wisconsin 
woods than in the woods of Maine. 

Our nearest neighbor lived three miles 
distant. The nearest village was ten 
miles away, at the mouth of the little 
branch that empties into the head of 
the lake. 

In the second year cold weather came 
early in November, but nosnow. The 
lake was frozen several teet thick. My 
little brothers and I enjoyed many a 
fine skate on it. Father, also, skated 
along the shore every morning to reach 
some of his traps that Were set near the 
lake. It was a harvest time for him. 
The cabin loft and shed were packed 
full of valuable pelts. 

One day my father made preparations 
for a trip to the village at the head of 
the lake to purchase provisions. We 
watched him set off. His skates rang 
as he sped over the ice, drawing behind 
him a sled loaded high with the furs 
which he expected to exchange for sup- 
plies at the settlement. Over his 
shoulder hung his rifle, for there were 
wolves in this region then. They were 
not dangerousin summer, but in the win- 
ter they hunted in packs and would not 
hesitate to attack a man. 

The third child of the family, Fred- 
die, had been feverish for a few days, 
and among the things which father was 
to get at the-settlement, the most 
important ofall, was some medicine for 
him. 

The day seemed very long to us, for 
we woods-children regarded this 
trip to the settlement as a great 
event; we looked forward eagerly 
tothe delight of ‘‘pawing over’’ the 
sugars and spices and other wonderful 
things that would be on thesled in 
place of the furs. We even hoped, 
though we did not dare to breathe our 
hopes to mother, that there might be a 
few toys on the sled. 

Evening fell and the cold nipped so 
bitterly that we ceased our little excur- 
sions to the lake to see if we could hear 
father coming. <As the darkness thick- 
ened I could see mother grew uneasy, 
but still, as father was frequently de- | 
tained by some parish matter, she was 
not really alarmed. The children were 
sent off to hed, all except myself. I, as 
the eldest, was chosento sit at Fred’s 
bedside with mother. 

His fever had increased and he lay 
moaning in a troubled sleep. We 
moistened his parched lips frequently, 
and. as I was fully able to do that, I told 
mother to take a nap andI would attena 
to Fred. She lay down on the settee 
before the fire and soon the sound of her 
breathing, regular as the ticking of the 
clock, told me she was asleep. I was 
tired myself, but I tried hard to keep 
awake. How long I did so, or how long 
Islept, Icannottell. I openedmy eyes 
with asnap. I[ had dreamed that some- 
one without had called me. 

Ilistened, and above the sighing of 
the north wind that had arisen while I 
slept I heard the long-drawn how! ofa 
wolf, and then another howl, and an- 
other, until a chorus of terrible howls 
and snarling yells was borne by on the 
wind. The howls grew louder and I 
knew the pack was approaching, as 
often they had. Thev seemed to stop 
in the woods ata little distance from 
the house, then they doubled their noise. 
In a moment more I heard a sniffing and 
scratching at the door, and. although 
the howls still sounded some distance 
away, I knew that one wolf at least 
was prowling for us. 

Mother awoke, but she was not fright- 
ened for our safety. The rude cabin 
doors were strong, and the windows 
were too small and high in the walls for 
a wolfto leap through. However, she 
did not conceal from me her anxiety 
about father. Itold her he had prob- 
‘ably remained at the settlement over 
night, and that, even if he had not, no 
wolf ceuld overtake him skating on the 
glib ice. 

Now and then a wolf detached him- 
self from the main body in the grove 
and at last there were several howling 
around the house and sniffing at the 
doors. 

‘The uproar awakened the sick boy. 
His fever had become greatly height- 
ened, and he called for water. I went 
to the pail to get some and found it was 
empty. What should we do?’ Our 
water was brought from a spring down 
in the grove, the very place where the 
wolves seemed the thickest. 

If there had been snow on the ground 
we might have opened the door and 
snatched a dipperful before the wolves 
could touch us. But there wasno snow, 
We did not know what to do. 

Fred called for water continually. 
Mother became nearly frantic. So did 
I. We both believedthat unless Fred 
had water he would die before morning. 

I went into the shed and got father’s 
shotgun. I had a wild idea that I 
might gradually kill all the wolves by 
firing out of the window. 1 could find 
no shot larger than duck.shot, and I 
gave up the idea. 

All around the shed hung many valu- 
able furs. There were skins of all 
sorts of animals, but the most valuable 
were twelve fine fox skins with bushy 
tails. In one corner stood a barrel, and 
I peered into it, although I knew it con- 
tained no water, being full of pitch used 
for caulking: boats. 5: 

Mother called me in and bade me 
open the Bible at random and read. 
In that way our family often sought 

comfort and counsel in times of trouble. 
The leaves opened at the fifteenth chap- 
ter of Judges, at the story of Samsor 
fastening firebrands to the tails of 800 
-foxes and sending them through the

‘Then I remembered that wild ani- 
mals were afraidoffire. I believed that 
if Icould only make some sort of large 
torchesI could get the water in safety. 
But of what material could I ‘make my 
torches! There were a few small logs 
lying by the "fireplace, but firewood, 
and white oak at that, would not make 
good torches. I must have something 
that would flare and blaze. 

I went into the shed. There was noth- 
ing there except furs. I was turning to 
go out when my eyes fell upon the fox- . 
skins hanging above the barrel of pitch, 
and the story of Samson’s foxes thatl 
had just read darted into my head. 
Here were my torches! 1 would smear 
these foxtails well with pitch and how | 
they would blaze! 

Without any reluctance at all I cut off 
the twelve beautiful brushes. I hunga 
kettle of pitch over the fire, and as soon 
as it was soft gave the foxtails a thick 
cuating. ‘Then 1 brought out two long- 
handled fish spears and lapped their 
butt ends and then lashed them to- 
gether. With pieces of the wire which 
father used for snares I fastened the 
foxtails to the iron spear-tines. I thus

Picking up our torches in a few 
moments, father was warming his 
chilled limbs before the fire, and Fred, 
after his drink of fresh water and his 
medicine, was sinking quietly to sleep.

THAT COLTON SCANDAL. 


Denial from Constubie Bingham—What 
the Reporter Says. 

On the 24th inst., under the head, 

‘A Colton Secandal,’’ an. article ap-. 


peared in Tue Times,in which it was _ 


stated that Rev. Thomas Rogers, th 

Holiness minister at Colton, and M 

Pullman, a member of his congregation, 
had been seen by Constable Bingham 
and a friend named William Prickett 
while riding through the Santa Ana 
wash near Colton, ina position incon- 
sistent to their relations, and that in 
consequence the preacher had been or- 
dered to leave town. | 

On the following day a letter was re- 
ceived from A. M. Pullman, denying the 
story, stating that he was the man seen 
with his wife, that the charges as pub- 
lished were groundless, and further 
that they were the result of spitework 
on account of Mr. Rogers’s zealous work 
at Colton. This statement of. Mr. Pull- 
man was published substantially as 
written as soon as received. 

On Saturday another letter was re- 
ceived from Mr. Pullman, inclosing one 
from Constable Bingham, which Mr. 
Pullman asks to have published. Mr. 
Bingham flatly denies that he made any 
such statements as are attributed to 
him in the original article; he also de- 
nies having any conversation with the 
reporter who wrote the article, and pro- 
nounces it as false and groundless as 
coming from him. A letter has also 
been received from E. G. Greening, at 
Downey. asking that a proper correc- 
tion be made, as he. is personally ac- 
quainted with Mr. Rogers, who, he 
says, was a very wicked man prior to 
five yearsago, but since that time he 
has reformed and been a conscientious 
and faithful minister. 

In the meantime the reporter who 
wrote the ar-icle has been seen person- 
ally,-and_ he states positively that the 
information came from Constable Bing- 
ham. He states that he called at Mr. 
Bingham’s house when he heard the 
story, but that gentleman wag not at 
home. He was not acquainted with 
Mr. Bingham, and the latter’s wife 
showed him a picture of her husband so 
he would know him in case they 
met. The reporter states that he aft-_ 
erward went to a barber shop and 
while there Mr. Bingham came in. The 
scandal was brought up, and, after 
talking some minutes, Mr. Bingham 
suddenly asked him if he was nota re- 
porter for one of the San Bernarding 
papers. Hereplied tlat he was not, 
but Bingham refused to talk any fur- 
ther. ‘he reporter stited that Bing- 
ham'did not know that \he was talking 
toareporter. The infprmation about 
Rogers’ previous characjer was secured 
from an employé in one/of the business 
houses in Colton, whq said that he 
formerly knew him in Arizona.

Speaking to Horses. 

{National Stockman Farmer.] 

The horse is possessed Sof as good 
hearing as his owner, usually, and can 
be made to heed words of command 
given in moderate tone as well as those 
hurled at him with all the strength of 
the driver’s lungs. Some have gotten 
in the habit of yelling at their horses 
as if they were half a mile away, and 
seem to think it is the only way to get 
along witha team. It may be, if the 
horses have been educated in that way, 
but there is no need of teaching them 
in the first place. 

I notice that the horses of such men 
don’t mind as well as those of their 
milder spoken neighbors; they seem to 
have become used to the racket, and 
found that nothing less than a terrific 
howl (and maybe a clod or cut of the 
whip) means much, It is noticeable 
that children constantly scolded pay 
least attention to rebukes, and the same 
holds good with horses and dogs in 
obeying orders. I believe as a rule it 
is best to speak to horses in atone 
somewhat above the ordinary, always 
taking care to make the command dis. 
tinct. 

Never give a word of command un- 
less it is meant. Some men say 
‘‘twhoa’’? when they don’t mean for the 
horse to stop at all; result is, when they 


say whoa and mean it the horse doesn’t | 


always stop. Another thing is neces- 
sary: when certain a horse has heard, 
always make him obey. Some horses 
are like men; tliey hear, but don’t heed, 
anditis mecessary to wake them up 
every now andthen. I have never seen 
aman yet that didn’t sometimes get 
rattled and yell at his team with all his 
power, nor a team that wouldn’t make 
most any man lose his temper .occasion- 
allly; but there is no need of either man 
or team making a habit of it.

Dedication of the North Pasadena 
Congregational Church. 


The New House of Worship is Free 
of Debt. 


—— 


Interesting Trip to the Lugo Ranch 
and Way Stations. 


A Cloudy Sanday, but Plenty of Visitors 
—People Coming and Going—The 
News ofthe Town Briefly 
Summed Up,

About three months ago the North Pasa- 
dena Congregational Church was razed to 
the ground by the windstorm that swept 
over Pasadena. The building was a com- 
plete wreck, and much if not all of the fur- 
niture was destroyed or badly damaged. 
But although the church was down the con- 
gregation still lived, and yesterday a new 
and larger editice, erected on the site of the 
former building, was dedicated with im- 

ressive ceremonies inthe presence of a 
arge number of people. This speaks well 
for the energy and push of the p‘~itor and 
the board of trustees and the liberality of 
the members of the congregation and their 

friends. 

The new church stands on North Ray- 
mond avenue, a short distance south of 
Washington street. The main building is 
the chapel formerly occupied as a place of 
worship by the members of All Saints’ 
Episcopal Church. and which stood on the 
corner of Colorado street and Worcester 


avenue. It was purchased for a very rea- 
sonable sum, and was moved to its 
esent location some weeks 


since which time numerous improve- 
ments have been made. The building 
was repainted inside and outandon the 
north side an annex was built, constructed 
principally of lumber left from the wreck 
of the old building. The main room of the 
‘annex opens into the auditorium proper, 
and will be used asa prayer meeting and 
Bible class room. It hasa separate en- 
trance, andinthe rear is asmaller room, 
which is fitted upasa kitchen and which 
will come in handy on social occasions. A 
door leads to the pulpit platform, and an- 
other opens on the grounds. The entire 
building is a model of convenience and 
beauty. It has a seating capacity of about 
250. 

The exercises yesterd ay afternoon opened 
at 3 o'clock, at which hour every seat was 
occupied by a representative congregation 
which included almost every denomination 
intown. The floral decorations were su. 
perb; lilies, rcses, daisies, poppies and 
other flowers appeared in profusion, to- 
gether with evergreen, pepper branches 
and the like, part arranged inset pleces 
and the rest banked up loosely here and 
there, 


The exercises opened with an invocation, | 


which was followed by a scripture lessen 
andahymn. Rev. H. T. Staats, the pastor, 
delivered a brief address of welcome ap- 
propriate to the occasion. In a feeling 
manner he referred to the generosity of 
those outside the church who had come to 


the rescue when the church was so badly 


n need of financial support. Without 
their assistance, he said, it would have 
been impossible to provide a new place of 
worship. 

H. uw. W. Bent, president of the board of 
trustees, was then called upon to make his 
report. Mr. Bent took occasion to recall 
the many difficulties that had been sur- 
mount and paid gracious tribute to the 
congregation and the outsiders for their 
whole-hearted liberality, especially to a 
prominent and philanthropic resident of 
town who had made the way so easy for the 
cancellation of the debt remaining on the 
old church. Mr. Bent submitted the follow- 
ing figures:

Total paid out..................$2034 08 
There are unpaid bills amounting ‘to 
$305.40 and a balancein the treasury of 
$63.69, leaving a deficit of $241.71. The 
speaker regretted that there was any de- 
ficit to repurt, but stated that plans had 
been made for raising the requisite amount. 
Mr. Bent also accorded high praise tothe 
astor, whose personal efforts and popular- 
ty were largely instrumental in carrying 
out the work to such successful completion. 
Rev. D. D. Hill, pastor of the First Con- 
gregational Church, was next heard from. 
He said he didn’t believe in dedicating a 
church tothe Lord unless it was free from 
‘debt. He thought the building was one of 
the prettiest, most complete and conven- 
jent that he hadever seen. He felt assured 
also that the audience had similar convic. 
tions and that they would be onlv too will. 
ing to contribute enough to wipe out a pal- 
try deficit of less than $250. A subscrip. 
tion list was accordingly started and ina 
very few minutes the desired amount was 
raised. There were several $245 contribu. 
tions made. 

The doxology was sung, which was fol- 
lowed by the dedicatory exercises proper. 
The congregation starts in its new place of 
worship under most auspicious circum- 
stances and will no doubt continue to in- 
crease and prosper and prove itself to be a 
power for good in the community. 

BLENDED IN ONB. 

During a day’s outing recently a fellow- 
traveler remarked he had the Holy Land, 
Egyptand Spain blended together.’

THE ENORMOUS COST OF WAR. 


An Array of Figures That is Simply 
tonishing. 
[Toronto Mail.} 

It appears, according to the estimates 
of French and German statisticians, 
there have perished in the wars of the 
last thirty years 2,500,000 men, while 
there has been expended to carry them 
on.no less than the inconceivable. sum 
of $13,000,000,000. Of this amoont 
France has paid nearly $3,500,000,- 
000 as the cost of the war with Prus- 
sia, while her loss in men is placed at 
155,000. Of these 80,000 were 
killed on the field of battle, 36,000 
died of sickness, accidents or suicide 
and 20,000 in German prisons, while 
there died from other causes enough to 
bring the number upto the given ag- 
gregate. The sick and wounded 
amounted to 477,421, the lives of many 
thousands of whom were doubtless 
shortened by their illness or injuries. 
According to Dr. Roth, a German au- 
thority, the Germans lost during the 
war 60,000 men killed or rendered in- 
valid and 8600,000,000 in money, this 
being the excess of expenditure or ma- 
terial losses over the $1,250,000,000 
paid by France by way of in- 
demnity. Dr. Engel, another Ger- 
man statistician, gives the follow- 
ing as the approximate cost of the prin- 
cipal wars of the last thirty years: 
Crimean war, $2,000,000,000; Italian 
war of 1859, $300,000,090; Prusso- 
Danish war of 1864, §35,000,000; 
war of the rebellion—north $5,100,- 
000,000, south $2,800.000,000; 
Prusso-Austrian war of 1866, &3830,- 
000,000; Russo-Turkish war, $125.,- 
000,000; South African wars, 38,770.- 
000; African war, $12,250,000; 
Servo-Buigarian, $176.000,000. All 
these wars were murderous in the ex- 
treme. The Crimean war, in which few 
battles were fought, cost 750,000 lives, 
only 50,000 less than were killed or 
died of their wounds, north and south, 
during the war of the rebellion. The 
figures, it must be remembered, are 
German and might not agree precisely 
with the American estimates. The 
Mexican and Chinese expeditions cost 
$200,000,000 and 65,000 lives. There 
were 250,000 killed and mortally 
wounded during the Russo-Turkish war 
and 45,000 each in the Ltalian war of 
1859 and the war between Prussia and 
Austria. In the other wars the loss of 
life was relatively less, which did not 
make either-the men or money easier to 
part with in the more limited areas 
where they occurred. And this is but 
a part of the accounting, since it does 
hot include the millions expended dur- 
ing the last twenty years in maintain- 
ing the vast armaments of the Euro- 
pean powers, the losses caused by stop- 
pore of commerce and manufactures 
and the continual derangement of in- 
dustries by the abstraction from useful 
employment of so many millions of per- 
sons held for a period of military ser- 
vice extending from three to five years.

Mr. Towne, however, is getting old, 
and is not by any meanes a vigorous 
man, and there is no question but he is 
expected tocoach the nephew into all 
the intricacies of his office so that he 
will be able to take his place when the 
time comes. 

The nephew is now on his way West 
with C. P. Huntington and Mr. Stillman, 
of Stillman, Butler & Hubbard, Searles’ 
attorneys, and bis coming is not in the 
nature of a surprise at Fourth and 
Townsend streets. Indeed, to most of 
the officials at the local general offices 
the nephew's arrival is iooked upon to 
mean that President Huntington, real- 
izing that he is getting to be a very old 
man, is preparing a plan by which, 
when he dies, his interest in the South- 
ern Pacific Company can be handled 
and managed intact by his nephew. It 
is generally believed that Mr. Hunting- 
ton’s will provides that all of his prop- 
erty, or all of it-in the Southern Pacific, 
shall be managed as the Huntington 
Estate Trust after his death by his 
nephew, and that either the latter or 
Mr. Stillman or Mr. Hubbard shall snc- 
ceed him in the presidency. 

HUNTINGTON AND GOULD. 

It is expected that President C. P. 
Huntington, of the Southern Pacific, 
will meet Jay Gould at El Paso today to 
talk over important business affairs, 
Mr. Gould wants to have, for one thing, 
an independent line forthe Texas Pa- 
cific between Sierra Blanca and El 
Paso, where now his trains have only 
running rights over the Southern Pa- 
cific’s main line. It is_ thought, 
also, that Mr. Gould proposes to build 
the “Pacific Coast 
through northern Mexico. It appears 
that the Southern Pacific has a con- 
tract with Gould that he shall not par- 
allel its line to the Pacific Coast. Mr. 
Gould interprets it as applying only to 
the United States and says the proposed 
line through Northern Mexico to Guay- 
mas will not nullify the compact, but 
Mr. Huntington will oppose the scheme. 
At El Paso Saturday a meeting of prom- 
inent business men was held to take 
steps toward paying off the indebted- 
ness of the defunct White Oaks Railway 
and turning over the ten miles of com- 
pleted road to a company now being or- 
ganized at Denver to build an El Paso 
and Denver air line. It was stated that 
Jay Gould’ would build the road if El 
Paso would turn over the ten miles of 
completed road with the survey and 
right-of-way to White Oaks.

A SAN DIEGO HORROR. 


An Unknown Woman Run Over and 
Killed by a Street Car. 


Several Cars P&ssed Over the Body Be. 
fore It Was Discovered, Matilating 
It in a Frightfal Manner — 
Strange Features of the Case. 


A brief Associated Press dispatch 
from San Diego was published in Tue 
Times yesterday morning to the effect 
thatat a late hour Saturday night a 
woman, whose name was. not known. 
had been run over by a street car 
on the outskirts of the city and 
killed, 
severed from the body, the arms and 
legs broken and the body terribly muti- 
lated. The San Diego Union of Sunday, 
received yesterday. gives the following 
details of the frightful accident, which 
is, in some respects, unprecedented: 


The body of a woman horribly mangled 
by the street cars was found lying between 
the rails of the National avenue line, be- 
tweeh Twenty-fourth and Twenty-fitth 
streets, on Milton avenue, about 10:30 
o clock last night. 
tothe police and in a short. time Chief 
Brenning and three officers, the coroner 
and a Union reporter were on the spot. 

The sight revealed by the dim light ofa 
lantern was horrible. There, lying be- 
tween the rails was the headless body ofa 
neatly-dressed woman. The right arm was 
ground off a little below the shoulder, the 
bloody stump still lying on therail. The 
left arm was thréwn up and back above the 
shoulder and was broken. The body 
was on ifs back, the limbs stretched, and 
both borribly broken. The skull had been 
entirely scalped and was on the outside of 
the track opposite and about two feet from 
the center of the ag The scalp, with an 
average growth of brown hair attached, 
was lying near the headlesstrunk. There 
was absolutely no flesh on the skull, the 
lower haif being ground to pulp, leaving 
the upper half enclosing the brain intact. 
She was dressed in black cashmere, black 
lisle thread stockings and new shves. At 
her throat was a horseshoe pin with the 
word ‘‘luck.’* Her hands were encased in 
a pair of brown four-button kid gloves. 
On the arrival of the San Diero Undertak- 
ing Company's wagon the body was re- 
moved anda search of the surroundings 
instituted, 

On the track forty feetsouth of the body 
was found a black plush shouldercape; five 
feet further was a black narrow-rimmed 
straw hat, trimmed with black ostrich- 
feather tips: five feet further and fifty feet 
south of the body was found an upper and 
lower set of false teeth. By this time one 
or two car-drivers had arrived with Re- 
ceiver Joseph Flint. From a resident of 
the vicinity it was. learned that a Miss 
Long had come out on the car due 
at the spot at 9:27 p.m. A visit was 
paid to her residence, and she informed 
the officers that a woman answering 
the description of the deceased had left 
the car, as she did at Twenty-fifth street. 
That she had got off on the opposite side of

distance he though he was off the track, 
but as it was quite dark there he drove on, 
ag,the horses often shied along the route. 
It was evidently the time that the unfortu- 
nate woman was run overand dragged at 
least forty or fifty feet. From that until 
10:30 three cars passed over the body, the 
horses shying each time. At 10:10the car 
on which Receiver Flint was riding passed 
over the body, but there was not the slight- 
est.jar, although the horses shied at what 
the driver thought was a sack. 

The horses attached to the car due at 
10:30 actedin such a manner asto cause 
the driver to make an investigation, which 
resulted in the discovery of the body. 
Fifty yards north of the was founda 
gold-bandled black silk parasolin a black 
silk case. The solution is that the woman 
missed her parasol, and was going back to 
look forit when she fellinthe slight cut 
through.which the'track runs, and, strik- 
ing her head on the rail, was stunned, and 
had not recovered, consciousness when the 
car coming citywards ran overher. There 
was absolutely nothing on her person by 
which shecould be identified, her pocket 
containing nothing but a few grains of cof- 
fee anda door key tiedin a nandkerchief. 

San Dieco, March 27.—It was found 
today that the woman who was run over 
by the street car late Saturday night 
and cut all to pieces was Mrs Ann 
Halvorson. She had been drinking, 
and got off the car. The night 
was dark; and she fell lying ina stupor. 
The next carcut her head off. Three 
other cars passed over her before her 
body was discovered. The street car 
driver felt the car run over some ob- 
struction, but thought the car was off 
the track.
